THE AMERICAN BOOKSELLERS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 

The Executive Committee of the American 
Booksellers’ Association has just issued a cir¬ 
cular to its members reviewing the work of 
the Association thus far, with a copy of its 
Constitution, as given in full in our issue for 
Jyne 8, containing a final list of the Charter 
Members of the Association—about 750 in all. 
The names of a number of prominent dealers 
have been added to the list as first made up. 
and the names of some of the smaller dealers 
have been dropped because they failed to pay 
their subscription after notice had been given. 

It is assumed by the committee that some 
of the smaller dealers have . withheld their 
promised support for the reason that the Pub¬ 
lishers’ Association did not at once include 
fiction under the net-price system, and be¬ 
cause the present rate of discount on net 
books is not as large as is desired. However, 
the organization is representative enough and 
strong enough, for that matter, to command 
respect and to do effective work. 

The work of forming local associations 
progresses slowly, and the committee empha ¬ 
sizes the importance of more activity in this 
direction. Even where there may be only 
three members in a city or county or in ad¬ 
jacent cities or towns these are urged to form 
local associations without further delay, and to 
use every effort to induce other dealers, pro¬ 


prietors of department stores or whoever may 
handle books in their territory to join the local 
associations. This is especially important, as 
certain publishers give as a reason for not 
immediately including their new copyright 
fiction under the net-price system, that thev 
do not think the Booksellers’ Association is 
sufficiently well organized to secure the local 
enforcement of their agreement throughout 
the country if they were to include all new 
copyrighted fiction under the net-price system. 

Since the publishers’ agreement went into 
effect there have been several breaks in net 
prices; but these have been promptly reported, 
and quick and vigorous action on the part of 
the Publishers’ Association has resulted in al¬ 
most immediately restoring the net books to 
their full price, with the single exception of 
the Macy stores in New York and Brooklyn. 
These two stores have been subjected to the 
full penalty provided by the publishers’ agree¬ 
ment, and active measures are now being 
taken to discover the indirect source of sup¬ 
ply, which will promptly be cut off as soon as 
discovered. 

The majority of the membership has voted 
to hold the annual meeting of the Booksellers’ 
Association in New York on July 24. While 
this is an earlier date than was preferred by 
a number of members, notably in the South 
Atlantic States, it is hoped that a large rep¬ 
resentation of the book trade from the dif¬ 
ferent parts of this wide country will be pres¬ 
ent to act upon certain important business 
which will be brought up for discussion. 


THE INTERNATIONAL PUBLISHERS’ 
CONGRESS AT LEIPZIG. 

The fourth International Congress, follow¬ 
ing those held in 1896 at Paris, in 1897 at 
Brussels, and in 1899 at London, was formal¬ 
ly opened on June 10, by the President of the 
Congress, Albert Brockhaus, in the hall of 
the Buchhandlerhaus at Leipzig, the head¬ 
quarters of the German book trade. There 
were present nearly four hundred delegates, 
representing thirty-two organizations of the 
book and music trades of all countries. Be¬ 
sides the representatives of Germany, Aus¬ 
tria and Switzerland there were present dele¬ 
gates of the following societies: Cercle de la 
Librairie, Chambre syndicale du Commerce 
de Musique, and the Syndicat de la Presse 
periodique, all of Paris; the Cercle Beige de 
la Librairie, and the Chambre syndicale des 
Editeurs de Musique, both of Brussels; The 
Publishers’ Association of Great Britain and 
Ireland; The Canadian Publishers’ Associa¬ 
tion in Toronto; Boghandler-Foreningen of 
Copenhagen; the Associazione tipografico- 
libraria italiana, of Milan; the Nederlandsche 
Uitgeversbond, of Amsterdam; the Norske 
Boghandlerforening and the Norske Forlaeg- 
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gerforening, both of Christiania; the Magyar 
Konyvkereskedok Egylette, of Budapest; the 
Society of Russian Booksellers and Publish¬ 
ers, and the Russian Association of Music 
Publishers and Dealers in Musical Instru¬ 
ments, both of St. Petersburg; the Svenska 
Bokforlaggare-Foreningen, of Stockholm; As- 
sociacion de la Libreria of Madrid; The 
American Publishers’ Association, The Amer¬ 
ican Publishers’ Copyright League, and the 
Music Publishers’ Association of the United 
States. Representatives of the book trade of 
Mexico, Japan and China were also present. 

Mr. Brockhaus in his address of welcome 
referred to the great successes achieved 
through international congresses, notably to 
the introduction of the metric system adopted 
at the Paris Congress, and the Congress 
which led to the Berne Convention for the 
protection of literary and artistic copyright, 
and appealed to the publishers, “the purvey¬ 
ors of the noblest of all products, that of the 
human intellect cast in actual and tangible 
form,” to rouse themselves to solve the great 
problems that confront them, and to accom¬ 
plish the tasks which can be solved and ac¬ 
complished only through the co-operation and 
good-will of all. 

The president then announced that the 
work of the Congress would be divided into 
two sections, instead of three as heretofore: 
(j) authors’ and publishers’ rights; (2) ad¬ 
ministrative and purely technical questions 
of the book trade. A third section was, how¬ 
ever, added, to consider the music trade. 
He suggested that a fourth section, for the 
art trade, would soon be required. M. Emile 
Bruylant and John Murray were appointed 
Honorary Presidents, as well as Carl Engel- 
horn, recently chief director of the Borsen- 
verein der deutschen Buchhandler in Leipzig, 
and Rene Fouret (of Hachette & Cie.,) who 
took the place of M. Georges Masson, a 
former distinguished President, whose loss 
was deeply deplored. He also announced 
that the President of the Leipzig Chamber of 
Commerce had consented to be an Honorary 
President. 

The reading of the papers and the discus¬ 
sion upon them commenced at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon of June 10, many being of a very 
technical character and directly affecting the 
Continental publishers only. The papers set 
for discussion in Section A were as follows; 

SECTION A.—AUTHORS’ AND PUBLISHERS’ RIGHTS 

The copyright relations between the United 
States of America and the European States. 
—Report by Kommerzienrat Dr. Karl 
Triibner, Strassburg. Seconded by Fred¬ 
erick Macmillan, London. 

Holland’s attitude towards the German copy¬ 
right law in connection with the Berne Con¬ 
vention.

In this section the most interesting paper 
was that by Dr. K. Triibner on “The Copy¬ 
right Relations between the United States of 
America and the European States,” in which 
Dr. Triibner reviewed the conditions existing 
before the passing of the American Copyright 
Act in 1891, and also pointed out how many 
hardships still existed, for which a remedy 
should be found. 

George Haven Putnam, who had been elected 
one of the vice-presidents, stated that he 
hoped before the end of the year that Con¬ 
gress would pass an Act by which all Con¬ 
tinental nations would secure copyright in 
America by depositing at Washington two 
copies of any book issued in Europe within 
thirty days of its publication, and if reprinted 
in America within twelve months copyright 
would be secured. It was generally agreed 
that this would be a great concession, but 
not all that was sufficient. 

After considerable discussion, in which Mr. 
Putnam was ably supported by Mr. D. C. 
Heath, the following resolution was adoped 
that: 

This Congress resolves that its deliberations on 
the subject of the Copyright relations between the 
United States of America and European States be 
arranged by the Permanent Bureau in the form of 
a Memorandum which shall be submitted to the 
European and American Governments and that our 
American colleagues be requested to communicate the 
same to the Typographical Union. 

Further, while hoping to see the United States of 
America join the Berne Convention in the near 
future, the Congress expresses its most earnest de 
sire that the amendment to the law of March •*, 
1891, as proposed by the Copyright League, shoukl 
be accepted by Congress, with the object of increas 
ing the protection accorded to foreign works.

Mr Heinemann’s paper attracted considera¬ 
ble attention. He did not entirely advocate 
this system; it was more of an inquiry as lo 
how far it was a salutary one, and how far 
the interests of booksellers were served there¬ 
by. He stated that as a general rule books 
are supplied to the retail trade on sale or re¬ 
turn in both France and Germany, and, while 
recognizing its drawbacks, he was not con¬ 
vinced that it could not be advantageously 
adopted in other countries. An interesting 
discussion followed Mr. Heinemann’s paper, 
and the following resolution was presented to 
the meeting: 

“That it is advisable that the principle of supply¬ 
ing books on sale or of selling them outright should 
if possible be uniform in all countries, so that certain 
regulations should be drawn up by an international 
commission, which would be as far as possible bind¬ 
ing on the organizations taking part in the Interna¬ 
tional Congresses, and through them on their mem¬ 
bers.” 

The third day was devoted to a considera¬ 
tion of matters relating to the music trade 
as follows:

The territorial subdivision of copyright prop¬ 
erty.—Report by Henry R. Clayton, Lon¬ 
don.

One of the most important acts of this Con¬ 
gress was the establishment of a Permanent 
Bureau, with headquarters at Leipzig, which 
is to follow up suggestions and to work out 
in detail the subjects brought up in Congress. 
This, with the standing bureau at Berne, will 
very likely accomplish more practical work 
than has been possible for committees to ac¬ 
complish. 

The social features consisted in an enter¬ 
tainment given to the delegates by Mr. Brock¬ 
haus at his residence on the evening preceding 
the opening of the Congress; a banquet in the 
Buchhandlerhaus at the conclusion of the 
first day’s deliberations; a concert at the fa¬ 
mous Gewandhaus under the direction of 
the famous conductor Arthur Nikisch, and a 
visit to the exhibition of books and printing 
material at the Buchgewerbehaus and to the 
more important publishing houses and print¬ 
ing establishments. The town and trade of 
Leipzig vied with each other to make the 
stay of the members of the Congress as en¬ 
joyable and instructive as possible, and each 
day developed the thoroughness of the or- 
»ganization and the literary good fellowship 
which marked the whole arrangements at this 
Congress. The fifth Congress will be held in 
1904 at Milan. 


THE CHICAGO BOOK FAIR. 

With the Pan-American Exposition at 
Buffalo as an extra inducement for dealers in 
the West to take an outing, it is expected that 
the annual exhibition of books in Chicago 
during July will be attended in greater num¬ 
bers than ever. The publishing trade is mak¬ 
ing special preparations, and the greater por¬ 
tion of the third, fourth and fifth floors of the 
Palmer House have already been pre-empted 
for exhibition purposes. It is expected that 
every publishing house of importance will be 
represented some time during July. The fol¬ 
lowing is a list of the houses and their repre¬ 
sentatives who have thus far made arrange¬ 
ments for making exhibits.

WALTER BESANT’S WORK. 

Mr. Chatto, of Chatto & Windus, in an in¬ 
terview, said in reply to the question, “Which 
of Besant’s books have had the largest 
sale?” “I suppose ‘All Sorts and Conditions 
of Men’ has had the biggest circulation. Of 
it we have sold over 200,000 copies in Great 
Britain alone. I cannot give you the Ameri¬ 
can sale, as I do not know the figures. Next 
to this comes ‘Children of Gibeon.’ He had 
a big following—that is to say, there were 
thousands who read every book he wrote. 

Answering the query, “Which, in his opin¬ 
ion, was his finest work?” Mr. Chatto said: 
“ ‘Dorothy Foster’ was his favorite. This is 
a story of Lord Derwentwater and the 
Northumbrian rising in 1715. But I think his 
best is ‘For Faith and Freedom.’ ” 

Mr. Chatto. referring to Sir Walter’s un¬ 
published work said: “He had completed a 
historical novel of the eighteenth century, but 
there may be other works, for he was a very 
industrious writer. ‘The Lady of Lynn,’ which 
is now appearing serially, is about to be pub¬ 
lished by us. but the proofs of this have been 
gone through bv his friend. Dr. Squire Sprigge, 
to whom ‘The Ivory Gate’ is dedicated. Then, 
besides all this, he has had in hand the ‘Sur¬ 
vey of London,’ which has made some pro¬ 
gress, and which will be completed by other 
hands. Indeed, so far as his own contribu¬ 
tions to the work were concerned. Sir Walter, 
so it is understood, had written practically 
all that he purposed doing.” 


POSTAL MATTERS. 

USE OF MAILS DENIED WILLIAM CRAIG CO. 

The William Craig Company, of Milford, 
N. Y., advertised work that copyists might 
do at home, collected a payment of twelve 
cents for an outfit, and instructed its cus¬ 
tomers to take up the chain letter scheme of 
selling books. Since their scheme has been 
reported the use of the U. S. mails has been 
denied them.

VIRGINIA BOOKSELLERS ' ASSOCIATION. 

The Virginia Booksellers’ Association, 
which, single-handed, has worked earnestly 
and faithfully since 1891 to raise its section of 
the book trade out of the “slough of despair,” 
will hold its eleventh annual meeting in Rich¬ 
mond, Va., at Murphy’s Hotel, July 10. 
Every bookseller in Virginia is expected to 
attend, and members of the trade in other 
States are cordially invited to be present. 
The Virginia Booksellers’ Association has 
held its own undespairingly during the dark 
days; now that better times are promised it 
hopes to double its usefulness and influence. 
Those wishing to attend the convention, which 
promises to be a sort of “love-feast,” are re¬ 
quested to notify the secretary, J. O. Boat- 
right, Danville, Va., so that arrangements 
may be made for their accommodation. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Edwin Nelson, for years one of the lead¬ 
ing New England booksellers, died at Am¬ 
herst, Mass., June 17. Mr. Nelson went to 
Amherst in 1870 and bought the book and 
stationery business of J. S. & C. Adams, es¬ 
tablished in 1824, which he carried on till No¬ 
vember last. 

James E. Taylor, a well-known illustrator, 
died on the 22d inst., at his home in New 
York. He was born in Cincinnati, O., De¬ 
cember 12, 1839. From i860 to 1883 he was 
connected with the Frank Leslie publications. 
During the past fifteen years he devoted his 
time to illustrating for various magazines 
and painting water colors. 

Charles Kensington S ala man, the com¬ 
poser, died on the 24th inst., in London. He 
was born in London, March 3, 1814. Most of 
Mr. Salaman’s work in composition consisted 
of musical settings for songs, the first series 
of which were published in 1838. He was par¬ 
ticularly successful in fitting appropriate mu¬ 
sic to the songs of Horace, Catullus and 
Anacreon. Among his few orchestral com¬ 
positions is a funeral march in honor of Vic- 
top Hugo. In 1882 he published a book, 
“Jews as They Are,” the object of which was 
to remove or mitigate the prejudices from 
which his race have suffered for long gen¬ 
erations. 

The Rev. Joseph Cook, writer and lec¬ 
turer, died on the 25th inst. at his home at 
Ticonderoga, N. Y. Flavius Josephus Cook, 
as his name appears in the old Harvard cat¬ 
alogues, was a native of Ticonderoga, and 
was born January 26. 1838. He was educated 
at Yale and Harvard, and then at Andover 
Theological Seminary. In 1871 he went 
abroad and studied and travelled extensively 
for two years, at the end of which time he re¬ 
turned and made his home in Boston. He 
become popular in a short time as a lecturer, 
and his “Boston Monday Lectures” soon en¬ 
joyed a national and then international repu¬ 
tation. For nearly a dozen years he talked 
and lectured at the Tremont Temple to im- 1 
mense crowds on every conceivable topic, but 
mostly on the system of which he was an en- 
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thusiastic defender, namely, to prove religion 
by science. His lectures at Tremont Temple 
were published in book form. Their nature 
may be inferred from the titles of some of 
them: “Does Death End All?” “Seven Mod¬ 
ern Wonders,” “England and America as 
Competitors and Allies,” “Alcohol and the 
Human Brain,” “God in the Natural Law," 
and “A Night on the Acropolis.” He also 
published volumes on “Biology,” “Tran¬ 
scendentalism,” “Orthodoxy,” “Conscience,” 
“Heredity,” “Marriage,” “Labor,” “Social¬ 
ism,” etc. In 1888 he founded Our Day , a 
monthly record and review of current reform, 
which he edited for some time with the co¬ 
operation of Frances E. Willard, Cyrus Ham¬ 
lin and others. 

Dion W. McDevitt, a well-known itiner¬ 
ant bookseller or travelling book auctioneer, 
died in Chicago on the 19th inst. He was 
born near Chicago in 1843. After leaving 
school he became an actor. From his work 
on the stage in small road companies he de¬ 
veloped a love for public speaking. One day 
when he was in the East he sought out Wen¬ 
dell Phillips and asked his advice as to the 
best way to acquire proficiency in public 
speaking. Mr. Phillips told him to listen to 
and carefully note the style of good speakers. 
“McDevitt,” to quote from the New York 
Sun, “for a year after that followed the man 
who had given him this advice around, and in 
that time there were very few of Phillips’s 
speeches that he missed. He was quick to 
catch their points, and soon he acquired a 
good command of language and considerable 
skill. Then with what little money he had he 
bought a lot of books from a publisher who 
was financially embarrassed, and renting a 
store began to auction them off. Before do¬ 
ing so he had taken pains to acquaint him¬ 
self with the contents of his wares. His suc¬ 
cess was immediate, and he cleared up enough 
at this first auction to relieve some more 
hard-up publishers of nearly all the books 
they had, for that was his method of doing 
business always. Then he became an itinerant 
bookseller. He would go to some town or 
city, hire a store for a week or a month, show 
his books and then launch into his customary 
flights of oratory regarding them. Frequently 
he cleaned up as much as $10,000 in one place, 
and that without selling any rare or curious 
books, for that was not his business. McDevitt 
came to New York about six months ago and 
opened a store on Fulton Street, later one 
on John Street, and after that one on Broad¬ 
way, although all of them were not going at 
the" same time. A month ago, having sold all 
his stock, McDevitt left for the West again.

COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 

BOOK RIGHTS. 

In a suit brought by Paul R. Reynolds, a 
literary agent, against L. C. Page & Co., in¬ 
volving the meaning of the term “book rights” 
in a contract, the jury in giving verdict ; n 
favor of the plaintiff decided for the time be¬ 
ing that “book rights” do not include the se¬ 
rial and dramatic rights in a novel. 

It appears that Mr. Reynolds, as agent for 
Doubleday, Page & Co., sold to L. C. Page & 
Co. the “book rights” of W. Clark Russell’s 
novel, “A Ship’s Adventures.” When the 
contract and assignment of copyright were 
forwarded to Boston L. C. Page & Co. de¬ 
clined to sign the contract, and submitted 
one of their own drafting which included the 
serial and dramatic rights to the novel as well 
as the right to publish it in book form. They 
contended that this was what they understood 
by the term “book rights.” 

In the trial on the 24th inst., before Justice 
Leventritt, of the New York Supreme Court, 
Arthur H. Scribner, Frank W. Lovell, and a 
representative of E. P. Dutton & Co. testified 
that they understood that the term “book 
rights” covered all rights of publication. F. 
A. Stokes, F. N. Doubleday, and T. C. Mc¬ 
Clure testified that the term now meant only 
the right to publish in book form. They said 
that up to a few years ago the broader accepta¬ 
tion might have been taken, as then publishers 
considered it against their interests to publish 
a book in serial form before it had been pub¬ 
lished in book form, but that since then they 
had discovered that the serial publication often 
stimulated the sale of the book. The jury 
after some deliberation brought in a verdict 
for $800 in favor of the plaintiff. 

It is understood that the case will be ap¬ 
pealed and may eventually reach the United 
States Supreme Court, as it involves a num¬ 
ber of points of importance to publishers. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

Funk & Wagnalls Co. have just ready the 
first volume of “The Jewish Encyclopedia,” 
which in twelve volumes is to produce a re¬ 
liable record of the history of the Jews from 
the time of Abraham to the present time. 

Ginn & Company will publish shortly 
“Original Investigation, or. How to Attack 
a Problem in Geometry,” by Elisha S. Loomis, 
of the West High School, Cleveland, O., who 
has drawn upon twenty years’ experience as 
a teacher of geometry in preparing his very 
practical book. 

The Lothrop Publishing Company have 
just published Mrs. Burton Harrison’s new 
novel. “A Princess of the Hills,” which, un¬ 
like the author’s other romances, is not a ro¬ 
mance of New York society or of colonial life, 
but a story of an American tourist in grand 
solitudes of the Bavarian Alps or the Dolo¬ 
mites. 

Laird & Lee have in press a new volume 
for children by the authors of their very suc¬ 
cessful book of last year, “Baby Goose.” The 
title of this new joint effort of Miss Fannie E. 
Ostrander, the gifted writer of verse for chil¬ 
dren, and R. W. Hirchert, the clever artist, 
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is “The Frolics of A B C.” The book is to be 
a quarto, and will be printed in colors with a 
very attractive cover. 

Thomas Nelson & Sons, as already an¬ 
nounced, are making arrangements to issue 
early in August the American Standard edi¬ 
tion of the revised Bible, newly edited by the 
American Revision Committee, 1901. This is 
the only edition authorized by the American 
Revision Company, and every copy will bear 
their attestation on the back of the title-page. 
The edition will be printed from long primer 
type, and will be equipped with references 
and topical headings. 

Frederick A. Stokes Company will pub¬ 
lish during the remainder of the present year 
and the early part of 1902 important works of 
fiction by the following well-known novelists: 
Robert Barr, Frances Hodgson Burnett, Eger- 
ton Castle, Stephen Crane, Samuel H. Church 
(his first long novel since the publication of 
“John Marmaduke,”) Hamilton Drummond, 
of “King’s Pawn” fame; John Oliver Hobbes, 
£. W. Hornung, S. Levett-Yeats, Alfred 
Henry Lewis, A. W. Marchmont, A. E. W. 
Mason, Max Pemberton and Eden Phillpotts. 

Frank M. Morris, 171 Madison Street.. 
Chicago, has in preparation a fine edition of 
“The Kisses,” a poetical translation of the 
“Basia of Joannes Secundus Nicolaius,” in¬ 
cluding also the “Ephthalamium,” with an in¬ 
troductory memoir by Wallace Rice. The 
elaborate title-page and initial letters for this 
edition will be designed by Ralph Fletcher 
Seymour, and the volume will be printed by 
the Colonial Press, of Boston. The edition 
will be limited to 360 copies on hand-made 
paper and twenty-six tall copies on Japanese 
papers. 

R. F. Fenno & Co. announce “When a 
Witch is Young,” a story of old Puritan days 
by a successful novelist, who conceals his 
identity under the cypher “4-19-64:” “A 
Daughter of the Patricians,” by F. Clifford 
Smith, a story of Montreal and vicinity; 
“£19000,” a detective story by Burford De- 
lannoy; “The Crystal Sceptre,” by Philip Ver- 
rill Mighels; and “Franks: Duellist,” an ad¬ 
venture story of the time of Napoleon, by 
Ambrose Pratt. Adeline M. Teskey has writ¬ 
ten some very pretty idylls of a Canadian vil¬ 
lage, which will be issued under the title 
“Where the Sugar Maple Grows.” 

McClure, Phillips & Co. announce for au¬ 
tumn publication an illustrated reprint of 
“Christopher in His Sporting Jacket,” by 
John Wilson (“Christopher North,”) which 
diverting account of the sports in vogue in 
Scotland at the end of the 18th century first 
appeared in Blackwood's Magazine for Sep¬ 
tember. 1828. They have also in preparation 
Clara Morris’s “Stage Recollections,” which 
have been appearing in McClure's Magazine; 
also, “Colonial Fights and Fighters.” by Cyrus 
Townsend Brady, a companion volume to his 
“American Fights and Fighters,” which will be 
especially valuable for its wealth of authentic 
illustrations. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons will publish the 
Yale Bi-Centennial Series, fully described in 
our issue for June 15. They have in prepara¬ 


tion a new novel by Henry James, which will 
probably be ready early in the fall. It will be 
one of Mr. James’s characteristic efforts, but 
it is said that the narrative element will be 
more evident than usual. Two new vol¬ 
umes now ready in the popular Authentic edi¬ 
tion of Dickens’s works issued by Charles 
Scribner’s Sons in conjunction with Chap¬ 
man & Hall, of London, are “Sketches Ly 
Boz,” including “American Notes” and “Pic¬ 
tures from Italy.” The edition is growing in 
popularity w r ith each issui. 

Silver, Burdett & Co. have just published 
a work entitled “Marcus Whitman and the 
Early Days of Oregon,” by William A. 
Mowry, who, while adhering closely to doc¬ 
umentary evidence, gives the most thrilling 
and romantic description of Dr. Whitman’s 
ride on horseback across the continent in the 
winter of 1842-43, three thousand miles to 
Washington, where “he stood amid the halls 
of State, in tattered garments fringed by 
storms, and told how he had ridden with fate 
and borne an empire in his arms.” The awful 
massacre by the Indians, in which Dr. Whit¬ 
man, his wife and co-workers were cruelly 
murdered, is also vividly described.
